into Water, and their Oyſters into 
Shells; every one takes his Chair, 

andto dinner they go. Their dain- 
tieſt diſhes are evermore the firſt ſa- 
crifices unto their ſtomacks: for they 
hold that the beſt meat meeteth fit- 
teſt with the beſt appetite. Now 
they do not count it convenient., as 
to their appetites, in any: caſe. to 
have their Boars, Sheep , Goats, 

Lambs, e*c. ſerved up; in parcels and 

joynts,as we of Exrope uſe; but they 

muſt have all whole, ( the old Ro- 

#1ans taught them that: ) you ſhall 
ſee the Waiters come ſweating, with 

a whole Hog, or an whole Calt,upon 

a great pewter Engine , you would 

bleſs your ſelf to behold it. He that
